Part IT 


Supply of Rationed Goods to Officers of the 
Armed Forces of the U.S.A. 

Under General Licence S. R. & O. 1943 No. 1511 traders may 
supply rationed goods to U.S. Army Officers against the surrender 
of a certificate signed by or on behalf of a Quartermaster. The 
form of certificate is set out in the above Licence and may be 
identified by the heading Tyre E and the serial number in the 
top right-hand corner. 


Part III 


((a) Supply of Sportswear for Communal use 
of Units of H.M. Forces 

Certain articles of sportswear may be supplied coupon-free to 
units of H.M. The Allied or Associated Forces against a declara- 
tion signed by a Commanding, Regional or County Welfare 
Officer in the form set out in the General Licence of 25th August 
1942 (S. R. & O, 1942 No. 1744 as amended by S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 2243, and 8. R. & O. 1943 No. 1272). 

(b) Supply of other Rationed Goods to Units of H.M. Forces 

Rationed goods may not be supplied without coupons unless 
an official Local Purchase Order from the Service Depart- 
ment is produced. These Orders should not be paid into the 
bank as coupon equivalents, but should be forwarded together 
with evidence of supply, direct to the Board of Trade, North 
Gate, Prince Albert Road, London, N.W.8 for an issue of coupons. 

Local Purchase Orders may be identified as follows :— 

Admiralty. Local Purchase Orders issued by Admiralty 
establishments are on Form D. 258. 

Army. Local Purchase Orders issued by the Army always 
quote an official order number and should normally be signed by 
an Assistant Director of Ordnance Services. 

Canadian Army. Local Purchase Orders issued by the 
Canadian Army bear the following heading :— 

“Canadian Army Overseas Royal Canadian Ordnance)— 
Purchase Order.” 

R.A.F. Local Purchase Orders issued by the R.A.F. are on 
Forms 5280 or 531. 

Royal Canadian Air Force. Local Purchase Orders issued by 
the R.C.A.F. are on R.C.A.F. Form E. 139. Department of 
National Defence for Air—Local Purchase Order. 

Royal Australian Air Forces. Local Purchase Orders issued 
by the R.A.A.F. will be made out on forms headed ‘‘ Common- 
wealth of Australia” and will bear an official order number and 
date.

Safety Boots 


To meet the increased demand for safety boots, a new type 
is being introduced for use in factories—Utility Specification 
HMM.55, the details of which were published as Supplement 
No. 1 (price 1d.) ,to List A (Utility Footwear Specifications) 
with the Footwear (Supply, Marking and Manufacturers’ Prices) 
(No. 2) Directions, 1944 (S. R. & O, 1944 No, 410, price 1d.). 
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This boot should be available by the end of May and will be 
obtainable from certain manufacturers only. 
The boots will be suitable for most factory requirements, but 
they are not being made to the specification for miners’ boots 
and they will not be suitable for wear by miners. Arrangements 
are being made with manufacturers to allow traders in industrial 
areas to obtain initial stocks of the new type without the surrender 
of permits. A list of manufacturers can be obtained from the 
Civilian Footwear Controller, East Court, West Walk, Leicester, 
For the convenience of traders and the public, the Board have 
decided that in future all protective safety boots will bear the 
distinguishing mark 8/B, followed by a number indicating the 
type of boot. If the toe-cap is of steel the number will be 
followed by the letter S. The new type of industrial safety boot 
will be distinguished by the symbol 8/B.4 or S/B.48. Present 
types will be marked as follows :— 
Industrial Safety Boots §/B.3 or S/B.38. 
Moulders’ Boots S/B.5 or S8/B.58. 
Miners’ Safety Boots... §/B.1, 8/B.2, 8/B.18, or S/B.28, 
Permits of the usual type will continue to be issued but those 
stamped “‘ VALID ONLY FOR BOOTS WITHOUT HOBS AND MOULDERS’ 
Boots ” (which will in general be issued only to factory workers) 
will only enable traders to secure replacements of these types, 
and are to be used for boots of the new type mentioned above. 
Unstamped permits remain valid for any type of safety boot, 
but the new type of boots (S/B.4 or S/B.48) should not be 
supplied to mineworkers. 


Raw Cotton Prices Raised 


The Ministry of Supply announces that as from 17th April 
1944 the Cotton Control selling prices of raw cotton have been 
raised by 44d. per lb. 

At the beginning of April 1941 the purchase and sale of raw 
cotton were taken over by the Ministry of Supply. Selling prices 
were fixed on the basis of the closing prices on the Liverpool 
market at the end of March, but subsequently the selling prices 
to spinners were reduced by 14d. per lb. In view of the increases 
in the general purchase cost of cotton it has become necessary 
to raise the Control’s selling prices. The selling prices of utility 
cotton cloths will, however, be maintained unchanged by means 
of a system of rebates to merchant converters on their utility 
cloths. The Board of Trade are instituting discussions forthwith 
with the Cotton Board and representatives of the converters on 
the detailed arrangements for the operation of this rebate 
system. 

The increase in cotton selling prices necessitates certain 
changes in the regulations controlling prices of cotton yarn and 
grey cloth. 

Under the Control of the Cotton Industry Adjustment of Single 
Yarn Prices) Direction (No. 2), 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 420, 
price 1d.) made under the No. 40 Order (see Board of T'rade 
Journal, 6th February 1943, p. 51) the prices of controlled 
American-type yarn will be arrived at by adding the prescribed 
margins to 12-75d. per lb. instead of 7-80d. per lb. as at present. 
The increase of 4-95d. covers the increase in the selling prices of 
raw cotton plus allowance for additional waste loss. For con- 
trolled Egyptian-type yarn the Direction provides for adjusting 
the prices of cotton purchased before 17th April 1944. 

Two new Orders have also been made by ‘the Minister of 
Supply and came into force on 17th April. The Control of the 
Cotton Industry (No. 50) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 418, 
price 1d.) further amends the No. 32 Order (see Board of Trade 
Journal, 18th April 1942, page 213). It changes the method of 
allowing for profit; the allowance for profit in future being 
combined with the allowance for weaving expenses and the former 
provisions for a separate allowance accordingly being revoked. 
At the same time adjustments are made in the allowances fot 
profit in the light of recent investigations into the trading out 
come. ; 

The Control of Industry (No. 51) Order, 1944 (S, R. & 0: 
1944 No. 419, price 1d.) amends the No. 49 Order (see Board of 
Trade Journal, 8th January 1944, page 12) under which price 
for sheetings are controlled. The prescribed prices include # 
profit allowance varying in accordance with costs. Costs wil 
be increased as a result of the increase in the prices of ra¥ 
cotton. The Order, therefore, adjusts the table of profit allow: 
ances so that the increases in cost will not entail increases 
profit. 

Contracts made before 17th April 1944 are not affected by the 
changes made under the new Direction and Orders. 

Copies of the list of new raw cotton prices may be obtain 
from the offices of the Cotton Control in Manchester and Livet- 
pool. ; 





Control of Containers and Packaging 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Containers ai! 
Packaging (No. 1) (General) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 404 
price 2d.) which revokes and remakes in consolidated and 1 
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arranged form with amendments the Control of Tins, Cans, 
Kegs, Drums and Packaging Pails (Nos. 5-10) Orders, 1940-48 ; 
the Contrel of Packaging (Nos. 1 and 3) Orders, 1942 ; and the 
Control of Metal Collapsible Tubes (No. 1) Order, 1942. 

The Order regulates the manufacture of certain types of 
containers and the marking of all types of containers. It also 
regulates the packaging for distribution or disposal on the Home 
trade of all articles and commodities listed in the Packaging 
Index Schedule issued by the British Standards Institution. 

The Packaging Index Schedule is a guide to the other British 
Standard Schedules listed in the Third Appendix to the Order. 
It contains an alphabetical list and also a classified list of articles 
and commodities dealt with in the other Schedules. 

The principal changes in the new Order and Schedules as 
compared with the former Orders and Schedules, are that :— 

(a) the range of commodities, the packaging of which is regu- 
lated, has been extended ; 

(b) the use of used containers and holders is now more strictly 
regulated ; 

(c) the use of certain container-sealers, such as rubber packag- 
ing rings, stoppers and bungs ; foil-faced wads, ete., is now con- 
trolled. 

(d) detailed modifications have been made to certain Sections 
in the revised British Standards Schedules. 

One of the revoked Orders contained a provision prohibiting 
the use of black plate, tinplate, etc., in the manufacture of certain 
non-essential articles, e.g. advertising ashtrays and novelties. 
The provision being outside the convenient scope of the above 
Order has been made the subject of a separate Order—the 
Control of Iron and Steel (No. 33) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 
No. 405, price 1d.).

WOODEN-SOLED FOOTWEAR 


The Lords Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury hereby 
give notice that they have made the Purchase Tax (Exemptions) 
(No. 2) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 250, price 1d.), under 
Section 20 of the Finance (No. 2) Act, 1940, directing that, as 
from the 17th April 1944, purchase tax shall cease to be charge- 
able in respect of wooden-soled footwear at present chargeable 
with tax at the reduced rate.

MEMBERS OF THE BRITISH ELECTRICAL AND ALLIED 
MANUFACTURERS ASSOCIATION AND THE HEATING 
COOKING AND DOMESTIC APPLIANCES CONFERENCE 

The Central Price Regulation Committee has approved an 
increase of 50 per cent. above the pre-war list price for new 
domestic electrical appliances within the following list, manufac- 
tured by members of the Association and the Conference : 
Boiling plates and rings (domestic only); chafing dishes ; 
cookers, breakfast; and cookers, domestic sizes; curling tong 
heaters ; curling and waving irons ; egg boilers ; fires, radiators 
and convectors ; floor polishers ; grill boilers ; grillers (domes- 
tic); hair dryers; hot plates (portable); immersion heaters 
(up to 500 watts); irons; kettles; milk heaters, sterilisers or 
porringers; mixers, drink; mixers, domestic; percolators 
(coffee) ; saucepans ; shaving pots ; steamers (domestic types) ; 
sterilisers; tea pots; toasters (domestic); vacuum cleaners 
(domestic); waftte plates; warming plates. The new 
prices supersede those approved in October 1941, when an 
advance of 334 per cent. on pre-war list prices was 
permitted, and take effect from Ist April. 
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Chromium Plating 


In the process of Chromium plating small nodules of almost 
pure chromium are deposited in the vats and on the “ suspenders” 
and “robbers” of the bath. At least one producer of chromium 
metal is interested in the commercial recovery of these nodules 
and chromium platers having an accumulation of nodules, or 
able to offer them in regular parcels, should communicate with 
the salvaging company whose address can be obtained from the 
Ministry of Supply, Chrome Ore, Magnesite and Wolfram Con- 
trol, Broadway Court, Broadway, Westminster, 8.W.1. Although 
individual contributions may be small this recovery scheme 
should, in the aggregate, provide a welcome addition to the 
chromium metal availability.

MARKING OF BOTTLES OR SIMILAR CONTAINERS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
Board of Trade Journal, 5th February 1944 (page 46), the 
Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Buenos Aires now 
reports that the provisions of Decree No. 17358 do not apply to 
bottles or similar containers the contents of which are one litre, 
three-quarters, half a litre or one-quarter litre nett.. If, however, 
the contents only approximate the above quantities, the pro- 
visions of the Decree regarding the marking of the containers 
must be complied with.

A 
particular feature of the revision is the inclusion in the series of 
a further quality of cast alloy which is a 83/3/9/5 leaded gun- 
metal. 

The foreword indicates that this new alloy is intended for use 
as a substitute for the normal 85/5/5/5 alloy and is suitable for 
purposes where cast brass Type A and Type B in the series are 
not appropriate. 

The opportunity has also been taken to incorporate some 
necessary modifications to the other specifications. 

In view of this amplification of the series of specifications for 
castings a new memorandum dealing with the conservation of 
tin in alloys has been prepared and is now issued with the revised 
specification.

WAR EMERGENCY SPECIFICATIONS FOR 
VULCANISED RUBBER AND PLAIN RUBBER TUBING 


The British Standards Institution has recently, at the request 
of the Federation of British Rubber and Allied Manufacturers’ 
Associations, and with the concurrence and co-operation of the 
Government Departments concerned, issued war emergency 
revisions of the Government Department Specifications for 
General Stores, T.G. 25A and T.G. 49, published under the 
above numbers respectively. 

These two specifications were originally prepared by a Govern- 
ment Technical Co-ordinating Committee in conjunction with 
the Technical Sub-Committee of the F.B.R.A.M.A., but, owing 
to wartime dispersal of personnel the Government Co-ordinating 
Committee is not now functioning. 

The revisions have become necessary on account of the rubber 
situation, and the preliminary drafts were prepared by the 
Technical Committee of the F.B.R.A.M.A. and passed to the 
B.S.I. as the National Standardising body. The B.S.I. Committee 
consisted of representatives of the following Government 
Departments in addition to the rubber interests: Admiralty 
Contracts Department; Chief Inspector of Naval Ordnance ; 
Superintendent of Mines Dept., Admiralty ; Ministry of Aircraft 
Production; Ministry of Supply; Post Office Engineering 
Department. 

The specifications are designed to cover the purchase of 


materials by Service Departments for conditions where the | 


normal commercial equivalents are not suitable. 

It is understood that the rubber manufacturers will shortly 
suggest that the specifications be converted to the basis of 
general purpose synthetic rubber (GR-S), and the specifications 
have been so drafted as to provide that the change-over can be 
readily incorporated, a minimum amount of alteration being 
necessary. This will be dealt with by an addendum slip. In 
this way the two specifications, which will probably continue 
after the war, will again be readily convertible to natural rubber.

1939, the Office of the High Commissioner for the Union of 
South Africa has informed the Board of Trade that the regula- 
tions published under Government Notice 284 of 3rd March 1939, 
have now been extended to cover woodwool, flax combings, 
palm packing fibre and brown cocoanut fibre. 


CLOTHING—STYLE RESTRICTIONS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Government 
Notice No. 1 of 7th January 1944, published in the Union 
Government Gazette Extraordinary of the same date, which 
contains, inter alia, revised regulations concerning the restrictions 
on the making of civilian clothing in the Union.

IJ. Women’s, maids’ and girls’ civilian clothing :— 

(a) Overcoats, (b) jackets (including blazers, unlined or saddle 
lined), (c) waistcoats, (d) skirts, (e) slacks, (f) shorts, (g) dresses, 
(h) blouses, (7) jumper suits, cardigan suits and cardigan-jumper 
suits made from woven cloth or knitted fabric, (7) all articles of 
night wear and underwear, other than corsets and brassieres. 

III. Men’s and youths’, women’s and maids’ and children’s 
civilian clothing of the following description :— 

(a) Men’s and youths’ raincoats made from cotton, Union or 
all-wool cloths proofed by any process other than rubber or oil- 
proofing. (6b) Women’s and maids’ raincoats made from cotton, 
Union or all wool cloths proofed by any process other than rubber 
or oil proofing. (c) Children’s raincoats made from cotton, 
Union or all-wool cloths proofed by any process other than 
rubber or oil proofing (24 inches to 42 inches in length). (d) Child- 
ren’s rubber-proofed fabric“ capes (with or without hoods). 
(e) Children’s rubber-proofed fabric coats. (f) Children’s 
rubber-proofed fabric hoods and Sou-wester hats. (g) Women’s 
and maids’ rubber-proofed fabric coats. (h) Men’s and youths’ 
rubber-proofed fabric coats. (¢) Women’s and maids’ rubber- 
proofed fabric capes. (j) Women’s and maids’ rubber-proofed 
fabric hoods. 

EXTENSION OF RESTRICTIONS TO COVER IMPORTED GOODS 

The attention of exporters is particularly drawn to the following 
paragraph (No. 8 of a General Notice No. 1 of 1944) published in 
the same Gazette) in virtue of which the above-mentioned style 
restrictions have been extended to cover imported goods :—

FINE GRAIN AND LINSEED, 
1943-44 CROPS—THIRD ESTIMATE 


The Ministry of Agriculture has issued its third estimate of 
the production of fine cereals and linseed for the 1943-44 season, 
foreshadowing a total yield of 11,845,000 metric tons compared 
with a second estimate of 13,876,900 tons and a first estimate of 
14,717,000 tons. The expected yields of the various crops, 
with the first estimates, given in parenthesis, are now as follows : 
wheat, 7,100,000 tons (8,500,000); linseed, 1,695,000 tons 
(1,800,000) ; rye, 990,000 tons (1,400,000) ; oats, 1,200,000 tons 
(2,100,000) ; barley, 820,000 tons (880,000); birdseed, 40,000 
tons (37,000). The reduction as compared with the first estimates 
is attributed to damage by pests and to a lesser extent to exces- 


sive rains. Although prospects are no longer as encouraging as . 


they were a month or so back, there are indications that this 
year’s total production will be well above that of recent years. 


FUEL IMPORTS 


Imports of coal and coke into Argentina are estimated to have 
fallen from 3,004,566 tons in 1939 to 2,073,500 tons in 1940, 
to 1,063,525 tons in 1941 and to 560,110 tons in 1942 but rose 
again slightly to 597,683 tons in 1943. The United Kingdom’s 
share declined from 2,083,793 tons in 1939 to 1,572,805 tons in 
1940, to 672,114 tons in 1941, to 240,068 tons in 1942 and to 
212,885 tons in 1943. The Union of South Africa, which before 
the war did not export coal to Argentina, in 1943 held second 
place in the list of supplying countries with 170,996 tons. 
Supplying countries in 1943 in order of importance were the 
United Kingdom, the Union of South Africa, the United States, 
Chile, Brazil, Peru and Mexico. By comparison, supplying 
countries in 1937 in order of importance were the United King- 
dom, Germany, Poland, Holland, Belgium, the United States, 
Chile and Turkey. 

It is also stated that fuel imports in general (i.e. coal, coke, 
oil-fuels, etc.) including lubricants, declined from 5,030,675 tons 
in 1939 to only 1,067,880 tons in 1943. 


British India 


CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates given :— 

Madras, 25th March. Sowing of paddy and irrigated dry crops 
is proceeding. Crops are fair. 

Bihar, 3rd April. Crops are fair. 
proceeding. 

Orissa, 3rd April. The harvesting of Dalua paddy, wheat and 
Saradh paddy is progressing. Rabi and sugarcane are thriving. 

Punjab, 3fd April. Crops are average to good in irrigated 
areas and average in unirrigated areas, with some damage to 
crops in the Hissar, Lyallpor and Gurgaon districts. 

The harvesting of wheat and 
rabi is progressing. 

Bengal, 5th April. Field operations are progressing. Crops are 
satisfactory and the sowing of Aus paddy and jute is progressing.

COTTON EXPORTS 


Exports of cotton from Peru during the period August to 
December 1943 (the first five months of the 1943-44 season) 
amounted to 81,676 bales of 478 lbs. net, compared with 71,815 
bales in the like period of 1942-43, the principal destinations 
having been as follows: Great Britain, 40,640 bales against 
15,225 bales in August-December 1942; Chile, 28,574 bales 
(26,126) ; Bolivia, 3,852 bales (3,418) ; Cuba, 2,535 bales (nil) ; 
Argentina, 2,050 bales (2,250); Ecuador, 1,887 bales (2,248) ; 
Colombia, 858 bales (19,137); the United States, 425 bales 
(nil); Mexico, 400 bales (2,198); Sweden, 240 bales (1,151) ; 
Brazil, 137 bales (nil) and Panama, 78 bales (61). 


United States of America 


FOREIGN TRADE IN 1943 


Total foreign trade of the United States amounted to 
16,081,711,000 dollars in 1943, of which exports accounted for 
12,716,912,000 dollars and imports for 3,364,809,000 dollars. 
The large export totals were the result of lend-lease shipments, 
which have increased from 741 million dollars in 1941 to approxi- 
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mately 10,000 million dollars. Completely eclipsed by the 
magnitude of lend-lease shipments and considerably below the 
figures for the more recent years 1937 through 1942, the value 
of United States exports other than lend-lease is now about the 
same as in the period 1934 through 1936. The following table 
shows the values of United States exports, lend-lease shipments 
and imports for the years 1941, 1942 and 1943 :—

Exports.—For 1943 the value of United States exports, 
including re-exports was 12,716,902,000 dollars, the highest 
figure ever recorded and 58 per cent. greater than the 1942 total. 
In comparison with the 1929 total of 5,240,995,000 dollars, this 
was an increase of 143 per cent. and it was 54 per cent. over the 
previous peak figure of 8,228,016,000 dollars in 1920. Lend- 
lease shipments, estimated at 10,000 million dollars for 1943, 
accounted for 78-6 per cent. of the total value. 

Imports.—General imports into the United States in 1943 
were valued at 3,364,809,000 dollars, the highest for any year 
since 1929, as compared with 2,742,014,000 dollars in the previous 
year. This was a gain of 23 per cent. and was 11 per cent. greater 
than the value of 3,031,213,000 dollars for 1918, for which the 
heaviest yearly imports of World War I were recorded. How- 
ever, the value for 1943 was 36 per cent. under the 1920 figure 
of 5,278,481,000 dollars, the highest yearly value recorded in 
the immediate period following the First World War. 

Trade Balance.—The favourable balance of trade for 1943 
amounted to 9,352,093,000 dollars as against the previous 
record of 5,293,402,000 dollars in 1942, an increase of 77 per cent.
